whether Connelisvlllo can take On city 
government Under the Clurk bill thli 
Jear, next year, or any atltei year. Evi- 
dences! aro not lacking that thin mat- 
tor has been under anxloun advl*e- 
monl by the political combine which 
tins been planning to »mt<"( that iara» 
city government. 
, 


A careful examination of the Clark 


bill, a copy ot which hag just reached 
us, leids us to the conclusion that 
there IB no reusonablo doubt as to tho 
•tatus of the Embyronlo City. Under 
the decision of Judge Van Sweartn- 
gesi, Connellsvlllo "111 elect city olfl- 
~er» at tho coming November election 
T/nder tha old law thesa officers would 
Jiave taken their seals on tho first 
Monday ot December, but the Cl« 
act declares that such officers shall 
take their seats tho first Monday In 
January, 1314. 


The provision In 
tho 
Clark 
act 


•which authorises certain city officers 
elected this fall to lake their seats 
the first Monday In December, 1013, 
applies onlv to cities now having city 
government tho terms of whose otrt 
cars empire at tlmt time. Tho intent 
of the taw Is to prevent thoao cities 
from being without any government 
during the month of* December, 1913. 
This might have been done just an 
easily and perhaps with more legal 
symmetry bv extending Iho terms of 
(he holding officers one month, but 
the fraraers of the bill preferred io 
add this month to tho terms ot the 
officers elected this fall.
